Once more your columnist Victor Riesei has scored 
a nationwide newsbeat. on a story which will have re­ 
curring impact during the coming presidential cam­ 
paign and even through the following years. Riesei was 
fully six weeks ahead on the dramatic indictment, of 
the "country’s major steel firms—warning that it was 
coming. 
On Feb. 24, 1964, when virtually the entire nation 
had fbrgotten the conflict between the late President 
Kennedy and the steel companies which resulted in 
the “clobbering” of April 10. 1962, Riesei wrote that 
the government was secretly investigating the mass 
production industry. Your columnist gave dates, de­ 
tails and names, and this past week he was fully cor­ 
roborated when a federal grand jury suddenly struck 
at the steel manufacturers. 
This is but one of many significant newsbeats re­ 
cently scored by Riesei 
Just to pick a few at random: Riesei was the first to 
reveal the strategy of the railroad unions. On Jan. 8, 
he predicted that the rail brotherhoods would go in 
for “selective strikes” of a few railroads instead of at­ 
tempting a national stoppage. This was confirmed 
some IQ weeks later—at the end of March—when the 
unions picked two roads for a sudden strike. Last week 
they hit the New York Central and a link road in Chi­ 
cago. Court action was required to halt these stop­ 
pages, which in turn could have slowed dozens of 
other lines. 
Last August Riesei went to Brazil, and, defying 
Communist threats and mysterious ransacking of his 
dispatch cases, he told the story of Communist infil­ 
tration 1n that country. He gave specific details of 
Chinese Communist activity in that land in his reports 
from Sao Paulo and Rio and in subsequent columns.
